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Illinois Attorney Genera! Wil- 
liam J. Scott's .. Consumer-Fraud 
and Protection Division today 
warned all Illinois residents to 
be wary of. door to door 'Sales- 
men and telephone solicitors 
who offer, vfrce encyclopedia 
sets" to the public. 

The Attorney General also 
warned young persons, particu- 
larly high . school and college 
students, to beware of mislead- 
ing and exaggerated offers of 
summer employment, in connec- 
tion with sales of encyclopedia, 
or other merchandise or serv- 
ices. 

The consumer division stressed 
that there arc. many fine and 
complete legitimate encyclo- 
pedia firms and said the warning 
docs not concern them, but re- 
lates to- those firms which arc 
involved in misleading sales or 
employment tactics. 

Scott's office said- the "somc- 
thing-for-nolhing" offer of free 
encyclopedias usually is • bogus 
since the customers are, required 
to purchase a. year, book supple- 
ment- for 10 years at a cost 
Which, in fact, covers both the 
original set and the supplement.: 

Investigations by the Attorney 
Genetafs office indicate that 
some salesmen represent them- 
selves as conducting an adver- 
tising and , promotion campaign 
or a- "research survey" for the 
encyclopedia firm. The sales- 
man tells the customer that the 
firm is selecting "approved fami- 
lies" in specific areas lb receive 
the free, sets of encyclopedias. 
Quite often, the salesman vlll 
explain that the encyclopedias 
'pre' not- yet on the market: and 



that the company is placing them 
in selected model homes rather 
than spending money for adver- 
tising. 

. The word selling,: or sales, is 
never mentioned, and,, in fact, 
a representation may! be made 
that nothing is being: sold, that 
the encyclopedias arc free, and 
that the salesman, as an ad- 
vertising agent, is engaged in 
a promotion \ campaign;. 

At the end 'of the sales pitch, 
the so-called advertising repre- 
sentative will inform the pros- 
pective purchaser that even 
though the encyclopedias , are 
free, the company wishes to 
make sure that all. of their sets 
arc kept*up to date, so the re- 
cipient, will have to buy their 
yearly supplements. ; 

The' purchaser, in many cases, 
thinks lie is signing a receipt 
for the "free encyclopedia" when 
he actually is signinga purchase 
contract. 

Attorney General Scott said 
such . practices . and deceptions 
are misleading and in violation 
of tho Illinois Consumer Fraud 
Act. ".".■'■' '/:-V 

One large company . is ; under 
investigation, Scott's office said. 
The Attorney General's office 
urged anyone who feels he- has 
been victimised -by these, sort 
of sales tactics to contact Scott's 
Consumer Protection' Division in

Vou were not at fault in that 
automobile accident and the 
other driver was ticketed and 
fined, but your driver's license, 
was suspended. 

How can that happen? 

Under certain . circumstances, 
it it required by law. Secretary 
of State Paul Powell explained 
today. 

In all accidents resulting in $100 
or more, property damage, death 
or personal' injury, the Safety 
Responsibility Law applies, and 
that law makes no distinction be- 
tween those who arc at fault and 
those who are not, Powell point- 
ed out. All persons operating or 
owning motor vehicles involved in 
such uccidciitsijrtusL. meet that 
law's requirements or face the 
loss of their driving-.privilegcs or 
registration privileges or both. 

The first requirement of the 
S-R Law is that the accident be 
reported to the Division of High: 
ways of the Department of Public 
Works and Buildings on a form 
furnished by (he Division. 

This is in addition to any other 
reports made to police or other 
government agencies.. ' If the 
damages do 'not exceed .$205, 
reporting the accident is all that 
is required. 

If, .however, l the damages cx- 
ccc*dl$250, proof of financial re- 
sponsibility must" be established. 
If, public liability 7 and" property 
damage insurance was in effect 
at the time of this accident, that 
information should ' be included in 
the report, giving. the name of the 
insurance company and the policy 
number. •>: ; \.K ■ 

When the report"! has •been re-j 
ccived and the Division has veri- 
fied: the insurance coverage, tho 
person involved has established 



his compliance with the S-R Law, 
and no further action is taken. 

But if no report is filed or if 
the rcporL fails to show that in- 
surance was in effect, that driver 
or owner will be certified by the 
Division to the Secretary of State 
and -the Division will notify the 
individual of!' the certification.- 

Twenty days later, if compli- 
ance with the. law has not been 
established, the Secretary ..of 
State will notify the driver or 
owner that he must meet addi- 
tional S-R requirements within 10 
days or lose his driving privileges 
or registration privileges or both. 

One such requirement is that 
the driver or owner must post 
security in the amount of the 
damages as determined by the 
Division of. Highways. This may 
be in the, form of cash, surely 
bond or bank money order. 

Tlic security deposit will not 
be required if Ihe driver or owner 
'submits releases from the other 
parlies involved in t the accident 
relieving _ him from any liability, 
by submitting certified evidence 
from a court that he has been 
judged not liable,. or by his exe- 
cuting .a duly acknowledged 
agreement providing for payment 
of all damages. 

Another requirement is that the 
driver or owner file proof of- his 
f ul urc ; financial f< responsibility, 
which must be maintained for 
three years. This. way be done 
by illinjg a certificate of Insur- 
ance, by filing '-a .bond in the 
amount of $25,000, or; by deposit- 
ing; $25,000 in cash/ • ^l'.;-}''\^ 

Failure to meet those requirc- 
mchts of. the S^Laww.IJl result 
in the suspension of .the driving 
privileges or: regtstrafion' -privi-

In addition to textiles and foot- 
wear, the measure also may pro- 
vide for import quotas on all pro- 
duels where, an industry can show 
substantial injury, and where one 
or more of the following condi- 
tions exist: a) ^substantial Jnn 
crease in imports! of the 'com-' 
modity has occurred,, b) substan- 
tially lower -'prices -prevail than 
those of .comparable domestic 
products, and/or ,c) it can be 
shown that a large increase, in 
the import shore of the domestic 
market in the preceding 5 years 
has resulted— plus, a- sharp rise' in 
the rate of this increase. Chemi- 
cals, steel, lumber, mink pelts, 
musical instruments, and other 
products soon may be protected 
by import quotas as a result of 
these broad provisions. 

Fear has already been express- 
ed in some quarters that retalia- 
tory measures may be adopted 
by other countries. Farm lead- 
ers point out that exports of agri- 
cultural goods depend upon two- 
way trade and that foreign retali- 
ation can be expected if artificial 
limitations arc placed on imports 
of products such as textiles and 
footwear. 

Trade policy— which has not 
been prominent in recent legisla-' 
tive news— is about to occupy 
center stage in the Capitol of the 
United States.

AU o£ us complain about the courts when we dislike a 
decision they make, tut recently the Illinois Supreme Court 
handed down a decision which will sayo Illinois taxpayers 
literally billions of dollars. 

; The $2 billion bond issue for highway construction, which 
would have started Illinois down the road to massive in-;v 
debtedness and at least a cost of $2.8 billion solely for in- 
terest, was tossed out by the courts. 

In a unanimous decision, they held that the act violated 
the constitution. 

•Tho result will be that Illinois citizens will not be faced 
With a bond issue which would have done these things: 

1 Cost $2.6 billion in interest. That is roughly $260 for 
every man, woman and child— or a total of $1,300 for a 
family of five over a period of years, solely for interest. 

2. Provided for possible impostion of tolls on highways 
that are presentlyfree, if the interest and indebtedness 
Were not paid. 

3. -Postponed any payment of principal for .10. years, so 
that 10 years from now the people of the state would 
have faced an overwhelming debt. 

<* Threatened serious impairment of long-range road 
financing. If the court had not ruled as it did, 15 years 
from now the state would have faced fiscal chaos in 
our road funds. 
Now the people of Illinois can proceed on a pay-as-you-go 
aoad program. Highways in.lllinois need to be improved, but 
we can do it in a fiscally sound way. 
' ) Tbe court decision not only provides great relief to Illinois 
taxpayers, and protects our road system, it also helps to re- 
'store confidence in the court itself. 

1 Our state supreme court has been the subject of much 
unfavorable publicity in the past yeer. There were charges 
of corruption and through the years strong hints of excessive 
partisanship by the court ■ ' - '. 

i fa this casc,the courti—corriposed of Republicans and pem- 
ccrats—Jttlediuianunously in support of the constitution. 

The issue itself was of course not partisan in nature, nor is 
fbe need for better roads and a sound fiscal program, L 
' But the court made clear its stand in support of .the basic 
law, and lifted itself in public esteem in the process.

Special thanks are due also to thc.lllinois Agricultural 
Association which entered the case as a friend of the. court, 
Questioning the constitutionality of the bond issue; Had they 
not entered and focused attention on the issue, pointing up 
very clearly the constitutional problems involved, it is pos- 
sible the full implications of the act ndght not have been

Until recently^ under, a U. S; 
Supreme •; Court: ruling, . "no- 
strike" labor contracts, with em- 
ployers were not . binding upon 
unions. If unions chose to strike,' 

oven while the ;cohtfact,:wos In 
force, : they • were, freb, to do . so..' 
The contract . -thus ^became a 
worthless iscrap of .^ppper— at' 
least so far as'- ther''n6:Strike"' 
provision .'was concernwi? Now 
the high court has reversed Its' 
previous stand. It has. given fed- 
eral judges the- power to . grant 
injunctions against strikes colled 
in the fnceof no-strike contracts. 

Justfc William J. Brennan, in 
announcing the decision of i the 
Court observed that the national 
attitude toward unions has chang- 
ed markedly from 1932. He said 
the .federal courts then were re- 
garded as allies of .management; 
and, before Congress stepped in 
they ;would issue sweeping de- 
crees against the activities of 
labor groups. Many of the cur- 
rent abuses of monopolistic . un- 
ions have been blamed on one- 
sided laws granting-, unions ,prlvl- 
leges not granted to other* groups 
of citizens. 

Certainly no business or ordin- 
ary citizen can disregard a con- 
tract ; with impunity. The Su- 
preme Court decision would seem 
to be a step toward redressing 
the Imbalance In the law that has 
favored labor . unions.

Revised rale schedules.; provid- 
ing for the first .genera! increase 
In, Commonwealth Edison Com- 
pany electric seryice charges In 
J2 years were filed with the Illi- 
nois Commerce. Commission July 
15;. -. 

' The new rates will raise elec- 
tricity charges on the. order of 
-Hi per cent for some '2\k million 
Edison customers and enable the 
company to increase Its average 
monthly Income, by- about %Vk 
million on- the basis of. current 
sales.. For most residential cus- 
tomers, the increase will be in 
the range Of one to 2M- cents a 
day, according to the company. 
•Chairman J, Harris Ward pdint- 
cd put that under the new rates 
the average cost of a residential 
kilowatt-hour will still be about 
10 per cent less than in I960.' 

"The nominally higher charges 
for electricity are less than we 
requested and less than we be- 
lieve tq.be adequate to offset the 
higher costs we must incur to 
' maintain : iJ and eitpand ; reliable! 
^electric service to ' our ciisteriii' 
ers," Mr. Ward said. "These 
costs have been inflating at a rate 
that far outstrips our efforts io 
overcome them with internal 
economics and efficiencies." 
.As the most startling example 
pT Inflation," the' Edison chair- 
man cited - generating station 
building costs. "Our proposed 
LaSalle County generating sta- 
tion scheduled for initial service 
In 1975 is expected to cost about 
2V> times as much per kilowatt 
as the new nuclear .units pres- 
ently being completed at Dresden 
station," he said. 

He said Commonwealth, Edison 
is carrying forward a %2\% billion 
'construction program that will 
'require raising nearly a %Wz bil- 
lion from the public- between now 
and the end of -1974. "If our re- 
stricted earning capacity makes 
it more difficult and expensive 
to sell Edison securities," he 
stated, "It. will in the long run 
raise the cost of electric service." 
- Nevertheless, he said, Edison 
is moving ahead on. a cosily en- 
vironmental improvement pro- 
gram;' Already, well under way, 
the program complies with a di- 
rective of the Illinois Commerce 
Commission which has estimated 
its cosl at |200 'million. It in- 
cludes,: such projects as retire- 
ment^of older coal burning units, 
installing and improving precipi- 
tators, use of low sulfur fuels, 
building 'of cooling ponds, instal- 
lations of sulfur removal process- 
es and other facilities related to 
cleaner, air and water.

One .Canadian company, at 
least, is a step ahead. MacMilUn 
lilocdcl Limited, Canada's largest 
forest products company- with 
headquarters here ■ and stateside 
plants in Alabama, Maryland and 
New Jerse'y, has already put its 
computer (an. IBM 360) through 
a cram course in French. 
. To do so, it compiled a list of 
English terms from company 
product names arid invoicing ter- 
minology and had them translated 
into proper French equivalents. 
Now, the computer has in its, 
memory bank equal sets of some 
7,000 English and French words 
and phrases. Example: the'Eng- 
lish-spcaking . customer orders 
and is shipped and billed for 
"aspenite panels." His French- 
speaking cousin wants and is 
shipped and billed for "pjinneaux 
aspenite." Also in the memory 
-bank is a key which informs the 
computer which customer speaks 
what.

The Hines VA hospital is locat- 
ed in a suburb about IS miles 
irom downtown Chicago. It is 
one of the largest general medical 
and surgical hospitals in the VA 
system of 166 hospitals. 

Dr. Schlesinger says that be- 
ginning salaries for professional 
nurses is $710 to $832 a month, 
depending on qualifications, plus 
uniform allowance. Refresher 
education courses arc available. 
' Licensed practical nurses sal- 
aries for beginners range from 
$434 to $608 a month, depending 
upon experience background, plus 
a uniform allowance. Premium 
pay is made for evenings, nights 
and Sundays. 

Dr. Schlesinger said that in ad* 
ditibn to affording an opportunity 
for nurses to gain additional 
knowledge and experience in a 
number of specialty units because 
of the varied types of treatment 
offered, the nurses gain all the 
benefits of the federal employ- 
ment system. Annual leave for 
beginners is 21s weeks, with cum- 
ulative sick leave in addition. 
There are periodic salary increas- 
es, ah excellent' retirement plan, 
and eight paid holidays each 
year.
